If they 
hav e not finished the work on that 
day , the contract with the board of 
cou nty commissioners calls for the 
p ay ment of twenty -fiv e dollars each 
day after that date that they work 
on the streets. 
The v ice p resident of the comp any 
which was the su ccessfu l bidder, will 
be here nex t Monday and will be p re­ 
p ared to receiv e bids on all materials 
which will be u sed and to su blet the 
contracts for p ortions of the work. 
They ex p ect to hav e the work mov ing 
in a v ery short time. 
The comp any now has fou r crews 
of men at work in different p laces in 
Ohio, and one large crew of men in 
Clev eland. Ohio. 
They 
ex p ect to 
hav e all fiv e bu nches of men working 
here in a short time. 
Two crews of 
men will be brou ght here, p ossibly 
before the first of nex t month when 
work will be started on Mam street, 
the p etition for the imp rov ement of 
that street being filed first. 
It is 
v ery p robable that one crew will be­ 
gin work at one end of the street and 
the other crew at the other end of the 
street. 
A. R. Rey nolds, the rep resentativ e 
of the su ccessfu l firm, was the bu si­ 
est man in the city one minu te after it 
was known that his comp any 
had 
been awarded the contract. Cement, 
brick, stone, grav el and other kinds 
of contractors too nu merou s to men­ 
tion were after him in order to land 
the contract for their material which 
they 
sold. Ev en trav eling freight 
agents from sev eral of the railroads 
which ru n into this city were here all 
day in an effort to get the ship p ing 
bu siness as it will mean mu ch to the 
railroad which gets the freight on the 
materials to be ship p ed in for this 
imp rov ement. 
The men were on the 
job all day and ready to p ou nce on 
the winner with all their p owers of 
argu ment the 
instant

known that he had the job. 
The Adams Brothers comp any was 
not the lowest bidder on either one of 
the streets. 
Their estimate to bu ild 
Main street was $46 ,8 49 and for Sec­ 
ond street was $49 ,8 00. 
making a 
total of $9 0.6 49 . They were awarded 
the Contract becau se their bid was 
the lowest when the kind of brick to 
be u sed was taken into consideration. 
M. A. Fry & Comp any of Greenfield 
filed the lowest bid on 
each street, 
blit it was not accep ted. His bid p ro­ 
v ided for the u se of Terre Hau te 
brick. That class of brick is a cheap 
grade and the cou nty commissioners 
did not see fit to p av e with that.

The city cou ncil held a bu sy ses­ 
sion last night, electing the su p erin­ 
tendent of the city water and light 
p lant for another y ear, selecting a 
su ccessor to A. C. Brown on the city 
school board and listening to the p e­ 
tition of the Ru shv ille Retail Mer­ 
chants’ Association in regard to the 
increase of p eddlar’s license. 
The first bu siness of imp ortance to 
come before the cou ncil was the elec­ 
tion of a city water and light p lant 
su p erintendent. 
In the end A. T. 
Mahin, who has been the su p erintend­ 
ent for the p ast few y ears, was re­ 
elected for another y ear, althou gh it 
took some time to 
accomp lish that. 
Alv a Newhou se and George F. Moore, 
Rep u blican cou neilmen, and Dr. C. 
H. Parsons, Democrat, v oted to re­ 
tain the p resent su p erintendent for 
another y ear. 
It is said that the other two mem­ 
bers of the eitv cou ncil, together with 
May or Black wou ld hav e 
liked to 
p lace a well known Democrat in that 
p osition, bu t they cou ld not get the 
v otes. 
Cou ncilman Norris and Kel­ 
ley , both Democrats, had their v otes 
all laid u p for another man, bu t they 
were only two and the other Demo­ 
cratic cou ncilman held ou t with the 
two Rep u blicans and v oted for the 
re-election of A. T. Mahin. 
A. T. Mahin, as su p erintendent of 
the p lant, has giv en the v ery best of 
satisfaction, since he has been em­ 
p loy ed in that 
cap acity . 
He has 
)rou glit the p lant into a good ru nning 
lasis, where it has for a time p aid a 
neat p rofit and where it will in the fu ­ 
tu re p ay a greater p rofit. 
Since his 
work here in that cap acity , many and 
ostlv imp rov ements hav e been made 
it the p lant, p rincip ally , the installa- 
ion of the day cu rrent which req u ir­ 
ed another engine. The p lant is now 
in su ch a condition, thaf, if one of the 
tigines breaks, the other engine can 
ie thrown into u se and the tnty will 
not be withou t light while rep airs are 
>eing made. 
The cou neilmen. who 
v oted to retain Mr. Mahin, felt that 
they cou ld not 
conscientiou sly do 
otherwise as his work had been of 
su ch a satisfactory natu re. 
They 
thou ght that the p lacing of a strang- 
er thcre, who was not at all acq u aint­ 
ed with all the p hases of the work, 
wou ld work hav oc to the p lant and 
lose money for the city . 
The election of J. T. Arbu ckle for 
a p lace on the school board now oc­ 
cu p ied by A. C. Brown, p romised to 
be a sp irited contest, bu t p rov ed to 
be v ery mild. Mr. Arbu ckle will take 
his p osition Au gu st first. 
The name 
of Will McBride has been mentioned 
for that p osition bu t was not p laced 
in nomination last night. 
It is said 
that it was the intention of one mem­ 
ber of the cou ncil to p lace his name 
before the cou ncil for the p osition, 
bu t that he failed to do so when he 
learned that he cou ld not get enou gh 
v otes to elect him. 
A committee from the Retail Mer­ 
chants’ Association p resented a p e­ 
tition to the cou ncil recommending 
that the ordinance reading that p ed- 
dlars he charged fou r dollars a day 
for working here, be changed. They 
asked that all foreign tradesmen be 
charged six dollars a day , thirty -fiv e 
dollars a week or p ne hu ndred dol­ 
lars a month to do bu siness in the 
city . The matter was referred to the 
ordinance committee for their con 
sideration. 


An ordinance is now in force which 
eq u ires that watchmen be stationed 
at the C. II. & D. railroad crossings 
on Main and Perkins streets all day 
Su nday to p rev ent accidents. 
After 
he ordinance was 
p assed a few 
y ears ago, the railroad req u ired that 
all of its watchmen work all day on 
Su nday . 
The watchmen p resented a 
p etition to the 
cou ncil last 
night, 
asking that they confer with the rail­ 
road and try to bring abou t an agree­ 
ment so that 
all of the 
watchmen 
wou ld not hav e to work. 
They feel 
that they are being imp osed on and 
asked that they be req u ired to watch 
only the two crossings as the ordi­ 
nance sp ecifies.

thu s hav e a day of rest occasionally .

Two y ou ng men giv ing their names 
as William Sweeney and Eu gene M. 
White of Cincinnati were arrested by

The train was held u p at Liber­ 
ty on accou nt of a wreck and did 
not get here u ntil after fiv e o’clock 
this morning. 
The brakeman had fou nd the two 
men and thrown them off once be­ 
fore the train arriv ed here and they 
got back on again. They were thrown 
off again at the station here and got 
back on. 
They were thrown off the 
third time at the Big Fou r crossin" 
and they say they were handled rath­ 
er rou ghly then. They were angered 
by their failu re to steal a ride and 
threw stones at the train. 
The matter was rep orted to the 
agent here and the p olice notified. 
The flagman at the 
Morgan 
street 
crossing saw the 
two 
su sp iciou s 
looking characters p ass his stand 
and notified the p olice that he believ ­ 
ed lie had seen the two men who had 
done the stoning. 
The city marshal 
fou nd them at the Grand hotel and 
arrested them. 
A sp ecial agent of 
the comp any was here today to as­ 
sist in the p rosecu tion. 


A. J. Edwards died su ddenly this 
morning at his home one and one- 
half miles northwest of Manilla. His 
death was cau sed by ap op lex y .

Chief of These Is the Action of the 


House in Sending the Senate Rail­ 


road 
Bill to Conference, a Thing 


W hich President Desired, Eight In­ 


surgents and Six Democrats Voting 


With Regulars to Bring This About. 


Washing ton, Ju ne 8 .—All the east­ 
ern tru nk lines and the railroads of 
the so-called Central Traffic district 
hav e followed the ex ample set by the 
roads comprising the Western Tru nk 
Line committee and hav e ag reed to 
hold their increased freig ht rates in 
abey ance pending an inv estig ation by 
the interstate commerce commission 
into their reasonableness. This ag ree­ 
ment was reached at a conference at 
the V\ hite Hou se between President 
Taft and representativ es of the east- 
■m and central tru nk lines. 
T’ :r ag reement consu mmates the 
aiL . i 
ration's tactfu l solu tion of the 
seriou 
si‘ notion created by the at­ 
tempt to ai ’>* the Sherman anti-tru st 
law to railroad rate making . It marks, 
too, a g eneral y ielding on the part of 
the railroads of the cou ntry to Presi­ 
dent Taft's demand that all adv ances 
in freig ht rates he held u p u ntil they 
fall within the operation of the new 
railroad law and are inv estig ated by 
the interstate commerce commission. 
The ag reements mean that increased 
rates the cou ntry ov er will be su spend­ 
ed for probably a y ear. 
Other dev elopments hav e helped to 
clear the railroad situ ation. The pres­ 
ident sent a special messag e to con­ 
g ress u rg ing the adoption of an amend­ 
ment to the pending railroad bill which 
if accepted will shorten the time in 
which the roads will hav e to wait for 
the rate decisions by the interstate 
commerce commission. 
The pending 
bill as it passel the senate contains 
an amendment postponing the opera­ 
tion of all prov isions of the hill u ntil 
six ty day s after it has been sig ned by 
the president. 
Mr. T art recommends 
that the hill be chang ed so that it will 
become effectiv e immediately after the 
approv al of the president, thu s allow 
ing the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion to beg in its inv estig ation into the 
reasonableness of the increases six ty 
day s earlier than at present prov ided 
Railroad Bi'I in Conference. 
Another fav orable dev elopment was 
the sending or the railroad hill to con 
ference by the hou se. 
This was the 
action that President Taft desired to 
hav e taken in reg ard to the bill. There 
was for a time g rav e dou bt on the part 
of the reg u lars whether they wou ld be 
able to send the bill to conference. In 
the closing hou rs of the debate on the 
senate railroad hill sev eral radical 
amendments were accepted by the Re­ 
pu blican leaders with the intention of 
throwing them ov erboard later in con­ 
ference. 
The loaders had accepted 
the amendments for the pu rpose of 
bring ing the long debate to an end and 
g etting a v ote on tho bill. The hou se 
Insu rg ents, u rg ed on by the radicals 
in the senate, immediately annou nced, 
howev er, that they wou ld v ote to su b­ 
stitu te the senate bill for the hou se 
bill In an effort to keep the bill from 
conference and retain some of the rad 
ical insu rg ent featu res that were ad­ 
ded in the|dosing day s of the senate 
debate. 
The administration forces were con­ 
siderably worked u p ov er the situ ation 
and the v ote showed they had g ood 
reason to be on the anx iou s seat. The 
day was sav ed for the reg u lar Repu b 
lican org anization by six Democrats— 
Representativ es Fitzg erald, Harrison. 
Gou lden and Goldfog el of New York 
and Underwood and Craig of Alabama. 
The fou r Democratic v otes from New 
York—all of them Tammany —were 
su fficient to tu rn the trick and Fitz­ 
g erald, who sav ed Speaker Cannon and 
his cohorts in the fig ht on the ru les at 
the beg inning of the tariff session, is 
ag ain being hailed as the Moses of the 
Repu blican 
party . 
The 
insu rg ents 
were not, howev er, opposed to Presi­ 
dent’s proposition to strike the present 
day prov ision from the hou se bill and 
to their motion that the hou se ag ree 
to the senate hill they added an amend­ 
ment cov ering the point proposed by 
Mr. Taft. 
The insu rg ents mu stered 
156 v otes for their motion, bu t 162 
members responded to a dramatic ap­ 
peal on the part of Representativ e 
Mann ag ainst the insu rg ent attempt. 
The marg in of six v otes inclu ded 
Speaker Cannon’s. The whips of both 
parties worked ov ertime try ing to keep 
their members in line, bu t the insu r­ 
g ents did not su cceed any too well. 
Eig ht of their nu mber deserted at the 
critical moment and v oted with the 
reg u lars.

Washing ton, D. C., Ju ne 8 .—Formal 
charg es ag ainst Senator WUliam Lori­ 
mer of Illinois were laid before the 
senate by his colleag u e, Senator Cu l- 
lom. 
The proceeding was the presen­ 
tation of a memorial by Clifford W 
Barnes of Chicag o, president of the 
Illinois Voters’ Leag u e, embody ing the 
charg es of bribery of members of the 
Illinois leg islatu re. The memorial was 
referred withou t comment to the com­ 
mittee on priv ileg es and elections.

To ro nto , J une 8.—Go ldwin Smith is 
dead. 
After mo nths o f suffering the 
grand o ld man o f the Grange, scho lar 
writer, 
philo so pher, 
philanthro pist 
co ntempo rary o f-Gladsto ne and o ne o l 
the greatest minds o f the nineteenth 
century, passed away Tuesday after 
no o n. 
The end was no t unex pected 
In fact, the wo nderful vitality o f this 
remarkable man and his lo ng battle 
with the inevitable had co mmanded 
admiratio n. 
Go ldwin Smith in his later life was 
called the last o f the great agno stics, 
but 
he 
was 
so 
universally 
kno wn 
thro ugh his waitings that he scarcely 
needed any such identificatio n. All his 
life he was a thinker and a clear and 
fo rceful writer, and he never lacked 
a medium thro ugh which to dissemin­ 
ate his views. 
His residence at dif­ 
ferent times in England, the United 
States and Canada made him a famil­ 
iar figure in the public mind o f the 
three co untries. 
He held vario us de­ 
grees, but preferred always 
to 
be 
kno wn plainly as Go ldwin Smith. 
He 
was active practically until the last. 
His wife died o n Sept. 9, 1909, at their 
ho me in To ro nto , when she was sev­ 
enty-five years o ld and her husband 
eighty-six . 
They had no children. 
Go ldwin Smith was bo rn at Read 
ing, England. Au g . 28. 1823. 
He in­ 
herited a g o o d deal o f pro perty and all 
his life was ab le to indulge his tastes 
In 1882 Ox fo rd gave him the degree 
D. C. L., and in 189G Princeto n made 
him an LI.. D. 
He was regias pro fes 
so r o f mo dem histo ry at Ox fo rd fro m 
1858 to 1886 and was an actitve cham 
pio n o f th e no rth during the American 
civil war. 
He remo ved to this co untry 
In 1868, and fro m that year until 1871 
was a lecturer at Co rnell university 
o n English and co nstitutio nal histo ry, 
in the latter year remo ving to Canada, 
but co ntinuing to ho ld an ho no rary o r 
no n-resident pro fesso rship, and in his 
will it is understo o d he directed that 
his brain be handed o ver to Co rnell.
